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County offers 
theatre group 
lease lifeline 

A GROUP fighting to save the 
Victoria Hall Theatre in Old Harlow 
from closure could be granted a stay 
of execution after Essex County 
Council agreed in principle to offer 
a two-year extension to the lease. 
The future of the theatre in Bury 
Road has been in doubt since it was 
deemed surplus to the council’s 
requirements in 2002. 

The Victoria Hall Performing Arts 
Association has been raising funds 
to buy the venue’s freehold. The 
current lease expired in December. 
Now the county council has 
announced it is prepared to allow 
the group a further two years for the 
money to be raised. 

However, campaigners say the terms 
of the lease extension on offer are 
far from desirable and are 
concerned that the council’s 
valuation of the building fails to 
reflect the recent fall in property 
prices. 

During the past 18 months the 
group has raised £45,000 but it is 
still a long way off the current 
£155,000 asking price. It has asked 
County Hall to allow any money 
paid to them over the course of the 
proposed lease extension to be

staff wade in to save sheep stranded by rising water 


A DESPERATE rescue operation 
was mounted after a flock of sheep 
was stranded as the River Stort 
burst its banks and flooded fields 
surrounding Harlow on Tuesday. 

The animals, which were grazing 
on on the flood plain adjacent to the 
A414, had to be led to safety as the 
waters continued to rise throughout 
the morning. 

Quick-thinking staff working at Eastwick 
Lodge Farm directly opposite one of the 
worst-affected fields contacted the RSPCA 
for assistance and stopped traffic on the 
busy road to allow the sheep to be driven to 
higher ground by their owner.

road but as you can imagine 
it wasn’t that easy to bring a 
busy road like the A414 to a 
standstill,” said one of those 
involved. “We eventually 
managed to get all the sheep 
out of harm’s way. 

“Although we don’t own 
the flooded fields or the 
sheep, we are happy to let 
them stay in one of our fields 
until the floodplain drains.” 

An RSPCA spokeswoman 
added: “We were able to help 
the owner get nearly all of 
his sheep out and then used a 


boat supplied by Essex Fire 
Service to rescue a ram. 

“The ram was taken 
straight to a vet to make sure 
it had not suffered any 
injuries, but all the other 
sheep were fine and are now 
grazing on higher ground.” 

The heavy rain brought 
more chaos for commuters 
trying to get in and out of 
Harlow as flooded roads 
brought traffic to a standstill. 

Although the town 
escaped any serious prob¬ 
lems, many minor roads in 
surrounding areas were vir¬ 
tually impassable. 


Pair are jailed for 
beating stu dents 


TWO brothers have 
been jailed for an 
unprovoked attack on a 
gathering of sixth form¬ 
ers at Harlow Common, 
kicking, punching and 
stamping on their vic¬ 
tims and robbing them. 
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Cirean Brytz (21) and his 
brother Alex (18), both of 
Tanys Dell, Harlow, were 
told by Chelmsford Crown 
Court Judge Charles 
Gratwicke: “Your behaviour 
can in no shape or form be 
tolerated.” 

Cirean Brytz was jailed for 
two years and four months for 
assaults and the robbery of 
keys and a mobile phone. Alex 
Brytz was given 22 months for 
assault. 

Both pleaded guilty to 
assault causing actual bodily 
and assault by beating and Alex 
Brytz to another charge of 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm. His brother admitted the 
robbery. 

After the case ended, Essex 
police Detective Sergeant 
Martin Read said: “These were 
bully boys spoiling the fun of a 
decent group of people. They 
were trying to get in with the 
girls and then started on the 
boys.” 

The court had been told by 


prosecutor Andrew Jackson 
that the pair beat up three 
youths aged 16 and 17 on 26 
September last year. 

Their victims suffered cuts 
and bruises. 

Jailing the pair, Judge 
Gratwicke told them: “If you 
want to behave like this it can 
only lead one way - to prison. 

“You are fortunate your vic¬ 
tims didn’t suffer further 
injury. By kicking people on 
the floor, you can only expect a 
custodial sentence because they 
are vulnerable. It can lead to 
serious injury or death. 

“Nobody wants to see some¬ 
body kicked to death or robbed 
by people like you.” 

Ian Boyes, in mitigation for 
Cirean Brytz, told the court: 
“This was a terrible incident, 
not only for those involved but 
the witnesses as well. It was by 
no means acceptable, whatever 
the motivation.”

Brytz, said: “He initially took 
the view his brother needed 
protection.”

Dear Cllr Johnson, 

We are taking the highly-unusual step of sending you 
refused to meet Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice (HWRA) trustees to discuss the true 
implications of cutting Harlow’s invaluable and well-used advice services by up to 82%. We 
do not believe there are insurmountable legal reasons preventing you from meeting - as 
claimed in recent correspondence.

in the town centre. This invitation comes from the Friends of Harlow Welfare Rights & 

Advice and from more than 4,000 people who have so far signed a petition, which deplores 
the proposal to reduce advice service funding. 

Harlow’s advice services assist the Council to achieve its priorities to regenerate the town 
and tackle housing need. The advice provided by HWRA’s casework and representation 
alone brought in over £1.8 million into Harlow’s economy last year, plus over £220,000 of 
additional advice funding provided by the Legal Services Commission and other funders. 

At this time of economic turmoil, residents are in greater need than ever of advice on their 
financial, housing, benefits, employment and community care problems. Even Conservative 
Party policy nationally is NOT to put advice services out to tender at this time. Many other 
local authorities are increasing advice service spending in response to the recession. 

Cllr Lee Dangerfield’s recent press statement that similar services are provided elsewhere 
at a fraction of their present cost in Harlow is not true. Four of the local authorities Harlow is 
encouraged to compare itself with spend more than Harlow, if you add internal and external 
costs, which a like-for-like comparison requires. Additionally, basic information, generalist 
advice, and specialist help in a narrow range of subjects for people entitled to legal aid only 
do not add up to anything like the service Harlow has benefited - and profited - from for 
more than 30 years. 

Why not use the several hundred thousand pounds it will cost to close the service to 
continue to provide a service and take up the offer to work with the Legal Services 
Commission to secure additional funding for Harlow? Surely this is a better way to achieve 
the savings you say are the only reason for the cuts. Advice services help generate savings 
by preventing homelessness and helping people to prioritise their debts and claim benefit 
entitlements. This town has invested in the expertise of advisors over many years. Why 
throw this investment away? 

There is so much we would have liked you and your colleagues to know, and so much that 
we would like to ask. You and your colleagues may not have been provided with all the 
facts. We are Council Tax payers and voters, so would appreciate the courtesy of a hearing.

COUNCIL tax will rise by an 
above-inflation 3.9 per cent and 
jobs will be axed as part of budg¬ 
et proposals being considered by 
councillors. 

And while the Tory-run adminstration 
plans to press ahead with funding cuts to 
the Harlow Welfare Rights and Advice 
Service and the Leah Manning Centre and 
introduce car parking charges, it has ruled 
out moving the Museum of Harlow from its 
current site in Muskham Road. 

Details of the authority’s 2009/10 budget 
were disclosed by council leader Andrew 
Johnson, deputy leader Simon Carter and 
chief executive Malcolm Morley at a pre¬ 
press conference last Wednesday. 

The authority plans to raise its share of

council by 3.9 per cent - pushing up the bill 
for an average Band D household by £9.45 a 
year - while making 13 staff redundnacies. 

Parking charges will be introduced in 
shopping hatches, residential areas and for 
council employees. The council will also 
employ more traffic wardens to clamp down 
on illegal parking. 

“We are going to be fairly aggressive on 
parking as it is one of our main sources of 
income,” said Mr Carter. “However, we are 
working on introducing a free half-hour tar¬ 
iff so people aren’t deterred from shopping 
in local areas.” 

Almost £lm is expected to be saved 
through funding cuts to the Leah Manning 


Centre, Harlow Welfare Rights and Advice 
Service, regeneration projects and regula¬ 
tion. 

And although Mr Johnson promised the 
museum would remain at its current site in 
Muskham Road, he admitted staff may lose 
their jobs and some artifacts would be sold 
to other museums in a bid to claw back

“Inevitably, the fact we will have to make 
this considerable saving will mean that 
staffing levels at the museum will have to be 
looked at,” he said.

Museum stays but 
the cost may be 
staff redundancies 



THE Museum of Harlow will not be closed or 
moved from its current site in Muskham Road. 
Council leader Andrew Johnson made it clear in his 
pre-budget statement that rumours the museum 
was set to be scaled-down and relocated to the Civic 
Centre in a cost-cutting exercise were not true and 
he promised the service will remain in its present 
location - at least for the next financial year. 
However, the museum’s budget will be slashed by 
up to £40,000 and Mr Johnson admitted this could 
lead to job losses and a review of the facility’s 
collection policy - meaning some valuable artefacts 
could be sold off to raise funds. 

“Inevitably the fact we will have to make these 
considerable savings will mean that staffing levels 
at the museum will have to be looked at, but I can 
promise that the museum is not going anywhere, 
nor will it be closed,” he said. 

Mr Johnson went on to say the authority would also 
be looking at ways to increase the level of income 
generated by the museum, claiming there was a lot 
of room for improvement.” 

The decision to retain the museum on its current 
site has been welcomed by Harlow Civic Society, 
although the group expressed concern at the 
planned budget cutback. 

Society chairman Stan Newens told the Star: “I very 
much welcome the fact the council is no longer 
thinking of transferring the museum elsewhere. It 
would have been a huge mistake to try and move 
the facility. 

“However, I regret to hear that £40,000 of cuts will 
be made as this will certainly have an adverse effect 
on the service provided. 

“It would be a great shame if any of the staff are 
made redundant and the civic society will be 
keeping a very close eye on how these cutbacks 
affect the museum’s superb historical collections.” 


Budget dashes hope of 
advice service reprieve 


fare Rights and Advice Service will

The Conservative administration 
is confident the authority will be 
able to provide replacement services 
in-house following the withdraw al

fact that a £400,000 saving out of 
the council’s current £550,000 con¬ 
tract has been identified in pre¬ 
budget proposals indicates only 
lower offers will now be considered. 

Deputy council leader Simon 
Carter refused to co mm ent on 
whether or not an interim decision 
had been taken to disregard higher 
bids when quizzed about the tender¬ 
ing arrangements.

But Labour councillor Maggie

SIR, Contrary to councillor Lee 
Dangerfield’s assertion ( Letters , 
February 5), the local authorities 
that Government agencies 
encourage Harlow Council to 
compare itself with are not 
benefiting from similar services at 
a fraction of the cost. 

Four local authorities in the list of 
Essex and the relevant ‘family 
group’ are spending more than 
Harlow while two of the local 
authority areas in question are less 
deprived than Harlow - as 
measured by the DTI (BERR) 
Index of Deprivation. 

The services currently provided in 
Harlow are not comparable with 
those funded or provided in the 
listed authorities. Many have 
general help services with little or 
no casework or specialist services 
on offer. 

Where there is specialist help 
available there are often fewer 
subjects covered - and normally 
only for people entitled to Legal 
Aid. Many people on low income 
have incomes just above the Legal 
Aid threshold. 

Harlow has general help and 
information across a wide range of 
subjects and specialist help and 
casework on benefits, employment, 
housing, debt and community care 
for all residents. Harlow Citizens 
Advice Bureau provides the 
general help services in Harlow; 
the casework and specialist help is 
provided by Harlow Welfare Rights

They're destroying everything that 
made Harlow a great place to live 


SIR, As a person who was born in Harlow 
some 46 years ago and someone who still cares 
passionately about this town, may I 
congratulate the Star for its front page headline 
“What next?” (January 29). 

Harlow is over 50 years old but has only had a 
Conservative-run council for eight months. It is 
obvious that it only has one agenda and that is 
to destroy everything that the Labour Party 
stood for in providing services that put 
residents first and services that made Harlow a 
great place to live. 

In a httle matter of eight months the 
Conservatives have introduced a pohcy to 
collect household waste once a fortnight 
instead of once a week, as well as giving us 
soon the dreaded wheehe bins.

What are Harlow Conservatives going to do 
with this important service? Cut its budget by 
between 50-80 per cent. The Labour Group 
cahed in this decision to be looked at again but 
even after overwhelming evidence that s 
councihors did not have enough information to 
make the decision, they still went ahead to cut 
the budget. 

In the meantime, the Conservatives have also 
managed to put up crematorium charges by 
£100 in one year and turned the once-free rat 
catching service into a £45 service. 


For the first time in Harlow, council tenant 
rent will increase above the Government's 
formula. Even our sheltered housing complexes 
are not safe as eight of them will be 
decommissioned. Worrying times for Harlow’s 
many council tenants. 

What next? Cutting the grants panel that 
supports many charitable groups in Harlow by 
£200,000 and the future of the Leah Manning 
Centre is also now at risk. As the Star reported, 
this centre has stood as a beacon in this town 
for over 30 years. 

I attended a meeting only last week where I 
was outvoted by the Conservatives to turn 
Bush Fair, The Stow, Old Harlow and the Town 
Park into pay-and-display areas. Every person 
who will now park in these areas, in car parks 
and on roads, will have to pay for even two 
minutes. This will destroy our shopping centres 
and put shops and smah businesses under 
massive financial pressure. 

So even after only eight months, the 
Conservative agenda must be clear to ah and 
the conclusion is clear as weh. They are not fit 
to run this town.

It is precisely because local 
authorities often have a different 
balance between internal and 
externally funded advice services 
that the relevant performance 
indicator is so useful. This 
information should have been 
provided to councillors in 
December when the decision to cut 
advice services was taken. 

It is particularly difficult to 
understand the approach taken on 
this issue given that the 
redundancy and other costs arising 
from the decision to cut the service 
could be used to continue it 
instead. If some of this information 
is news to councillors, perhaps 
they should ask why this wasn’t 
made clear. It is not too late to 
review this decision. 

Be in no doubt, you get what you 
pay for. Unless the council changes 
course, in future that will be a 
fraction of what is currently 
provided.

We won't shirk 
tough decisions 

SIR, I have listened carefully to the 
views of residents who have written 
to your paper or spoken to me 
about the challenges facing our 
council. As a community, we face 
what economists predict will be 18 
months of sustained contraction in 
our economy. 

As an administration, we have to 
make tough, perhaps unpopular, 
decisions in order that our books 
balance. We knew this would be a 
challenge but we did not expect it 
to be on the scale that has been left 
by the previous Labour/Liberal 
Democrat administration. Their 
reckless spending has left the 
council coffers bare. 

This cannot be blamed, as some 
have suggested, on the officers. The 
way local democracy works is that 
they offer advice and expertise, but 
elected councillors set the policies 
and provide the leadership and they 
do the work to implement them.

The vast majority of local GP practices are now offering extended hours 
thanks to an agreement reached between the practices and NHS West 
Essex. 

This gives you the opportunity to book routine appointments early in the 
morning (before 8am), in the evenings (after 6.30am) and on Saturday 
mornings. 

The majority of practices will have both GPs and nurses or health care 
assistants working during the extended hours period. 

NHS West Essex’s Uttlesford locality director Toni Coles said: “We now 
have 85 per cent of our practices across Epping Forest, Harlow and 
Uttlesford offering extended hours, this is 35 per cent more than the gov¬ 
ernment's target. 

“We are really pleased that so many of our practices across the three 
localities are now offering extended hours. These changes make a real 
difference for patients wanting to access their practice and GP at a time 
that is more convenient to them. 

’’Patients are now actively visiting their practices on either Saturday morn¬ 
ings, early in the morning or in the evening to see their GP for routine 
appointments. 

’’They are also speaking to the practice to make and cancel appointments, 
order repeat prescriptions, obtain test results and make general enquiries 
during these hours.” 

Aiming to be world class 

NHS West Essex has received positive feedback following an external 
assessment of progress towards becoming a world class organisation. 

The report by the NHS East of England Strategic Health Authority 
reviewed its performance in three key areas: 

• progress on addressing local health priorities 

• commissioning capabilities 

• effectiveness of management arrangements. 

Director of strategic development Catherine O’Connell said: “The results 
are very encouraging. The world class commissioning programme is 
ambitious and no local NHS organisation was expected to score highly in 
this first year, so these results are promising and show we have already 
made significant steps toward becoming a world class commissioning 
organisation.” 

The panel praised NHS West Essex for its increasingly strong track record 
of delivery and the report recognised its strengths including an ambitious 
vision for improving the health of the local population. The panel felt good 
financial management and planning had been demonstrated along with 
strong board and governance arrangements.

• engagement with clinical staff, particularly in relation to practice- 
based commissioning (PBC), where the organisation has demon¬ 
strated success in working with clinicians to achieve innovative serv¬ 
ice development. NHS West Essex has had the best results in the 
region for the national PBC survey of GPs 

• the contribution of PBC groups to promoting improvement in quality 
through clinical and provider innovation.

ELDERLY residents at a sheltered 
housing complex claim they were left 
prisoners in their own homes because 
workmen took more than a week to fix 
a broken lift. 

Disabled and infirm OAPs living in 
Morris House, in Finchmoor, said they were 
stuck indoors because they could not negoti¬ 
ate two flights of stairs with their wheel¬ 
chairs, walking frames and sticks.

Last 
month they had to 
call the fire brigade 
to release them after 
it stopped between 
floors and left them 
trapped inside.

LAST week’s winter white-out 
brought extra misery to a group of 
homeowners when the heavy snow¬ 
fall sent canopies at the front of 
their properties crashing to the 
ground. 

Five canopies attached to the houses in 
Parish Way, off Fifth Avenue, Harlow, 
collapsed under the sheer weight of the 
snow. 

Bus driver Anthony Campbell (36), who 
lives in one of the properties with his wife and 
three children, told the Star: “It could have 
been potentially life-threatening for the 
youngsters playing out in the snow. 

“There are 20 kids here in total between the 
eight houses. What if the canopies had fallen 
on them? It doesn’t bear thinking about.” 

He added: “We have been told that it hap¬ 
pened because of the weight of the snow and 
they will be replaced but it really is unaccept¬ 
able considering these are new-build houses.” 

Workmen have since removed the remain¬ 
ing three canopies for safety reasons. 

Mr Campbell said: “We are all extremely 
angry in the street. My neighbour slammed 
his front door on the way in and his canopy 
came crashing down.” 

Glyn Hopping, managing director of 
Barratt North London, apologised to residents 


and promised the canopies would be replaced. 

“We are taking immediate action to ensure 
the safety of residents and apologise for any 
inconvenience caused,” he said. 

“We are currently in the process of remov¬ 
ing and replacing those canopies that have 


collapsed and are carrying out checks on other 
properties at the development with this type of 
canopy. 

“We will take down any we feel could be at 
risk of collapsing under the weight of heavy 
snowfall.” 


Council chief turns 
tables on Labour 
after criticism of 
poor performance 

HARLOW Council leader Andrew 
Johnson has spiked the guns of a 
Labour attack on the Conservative 
administration by pointing out that a 
critical report on its performance 
covered a period before the Tories 
took power. 

Labour went on the offensive after a 
report on the council’s use of 
resources found it had slipped in its 
performance for financial reporting 
and management since its 2007/08 
assessment. 

Previously, the authority was judged 
to be performing strongly but it was 
now deemed to be providing 
minimum requirements. In respect of 
management of assets, its rating 
dropped from ‘performing strongly’ 
to ‘inadequate’. 

Labour spokesman Tony Durcan 
said: “This is yet again another 
shining example of how the Tories 
are failing this council and this town. 
“I just question how much more we 
can bear before real damage is 
done.” 

However, Conservative leader Mr 
Johnson turned the tables on Mr 
Durcan by stating that the report 
covered a period when Labour was 
running the council in coalition with 
the Liberal Democrats. 

“The 2008 assessment relates to the 
2007/08 financial year that ended in 
March 2008,” said Mr Johnson. 

“As Tony is well aware, that was the 
point at which he was leader. This is 
very much an indictment of his 
watch.”

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Man showed gun to 
frighten former boss 


A MAN who threatened his 
former boss with an imita¬ 
tion gun has been jailed for 
11 months. 

Aaron Ludlow (21), of North- 
brooks, Harlow, was also said to 
have sent threatening text mes¬ 
sages to the victim who, it was 
claimed, owed him money. 

Ludlow pleaded guilty to possess¬ 
ing an imitation firearm and harass¬ 
ment. 

As he was sentenced at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court on Thursday, he 
was told by Judge David Turner: 
“These offences are ugly and serious 
ones. You stood on the doorstep 
effectively brandishing a realistic 
firearm intended to frighten and you 
sent vile texts.” 

Carolyn Gardiner, prosecuting, 
told the court that the victim, painter 
and decorator Danny Walker, owed 
Ludlow money. 

She said Ludlow had visited Mr 
Walker’s girlfriend in Haling Hill, 
Harlow, in November last year and as 
Mr Walker came out Ludlow showed 
him a silver handgun in a bag. 

The incident was not reported to 
police at the time but Ms Gardiner 
said Mr Walker then began receiving 
texts from Ludlow during November 
and December referring to the debt 


and including one which said: “I 
want my ****ing money. I’ll come 
and get you.” 

Ludlow was arrested on December 
13 and his home was searched by 
police who found two handguns and 
a rifle. They were described in court 
as BB guns capable of firing metal or 
plastic ball bearings. 

Ludlow told police he was owed 
more than £500 and had waited for 
four weeks for the money. 

Jamies Carr, representing Ludlow, 
said in mitigation Mr Walker had 
given his client the job of decorating 
a three-storey house with a promise 
of full-time work if it was completed 
on time. He said Ludlow worked a 
15-hour day and had employed a 
friend to help. 

“He wasn’t taken seriously at first 
when he appeared with the gun but 
he was after the texts,” said Mr Carr. 
He’s been taken for a ride. 

“It was an unfortunate episode 
whic he didn’t handle well. Mr 
Walker was sporting new clothes and 
treating my client like a skivvy.” 

Mr Carr said the guns had been 
left at Ludlow’s house by his girl¬ 
friend’s father, whose firearms cer¬ 
tificate was revoked. 

As well as being sent ot jail, 
Ludlow was also made the subject of 
a restraining order.

ALMOST 2,500 people in Harlow 
are living in fuel poverty, according 
to figures released by the Govern¬ 
ment Office for National Statistics. 

The figures show that 2,423 people 
spend more than 10 per cent of their 
basic household income on energy bills 
as fuel costs spiral and the country enters 
its worst cold snap since 1991. 

This week, Conservative prospective Parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Robert Halfon called on 
MP Bill Rammell to throw his support behind 
an all-party Fuel Poverty Bill to ease the finan¬ 
cial burden on cash-strapped residents. 

“As temperatures reach below freezing and 
Harlow and the surrounding villages are cov¬ 
ered in snow, I urge Mr Rammell to sponsor

the Fuel Poverty Bill currently before 
Parliament,” he said. 

“The reality is that, despite warm words, 
the Government has admitted that they are not 
on target to eradicate fuel poverty.” 

The proposed legislation, which has been 
initiated by Southend West MP David Amess, 
is due to be debated on March 20. It requires 
all fuel-deficient homes to be brought up to 
new homes standards and would pave the way 
for the introduction of a new social energy 
tariff for the more vulnerable. 

“For any chance of the bill becoming law 
there needs to be 100 MPs in attendance in 
the House of Commons,” said Mr Halfon. “I 


would urge Mr Rammell to attend and sup¬ 
port it so that vulnerable people in Harlow get 
a fair deal on fuel.” 

However, Mr Rammell refuted Mr Halfon’s 
claims that the Government had not done 
enough for those struggling with fuel bills, 
adding that almsot 20,000 Harlow residents 
had benefited from the £60 winter fuel 
allowance which was paid last month. 

“I appreciate that the current cold snap is 
going to be hard for people on low 
incomes,but to suggest that this Government 
has not made every effort on fuel poverty is 
wrong,” he said. 

“I will continue to do everything I can to 
lobby at the heart of Government to ensure 
combating fuel poverty remains at the top of 
the agenda.”

SIR Bob Geldof may be busy saving the 
world with best mate Bono, but his 
former bandmates from The Boomtown 
Rats still have plenty of time to please 
loyal fans. 

Founder members Garry Roberts (guitar) 
and Simon Crowe (drums), pictured right , 
will be scuttling into Harlow on Saturday, 
joined by new recruits Peter Barton 
(vocals/bass) and Darren Beale (guitar), 
some three decades after they first set up lair 
in Garry’s Dublin kitchen in 1975. 

Buoyed by the clear re-emergence of New Wave 
and post-modernity at the top of the charts, the 
grizzled veterans decided it was high time for 
them to reclaim the throne as true pioneers of the 
influential post-punk movement. 

Starting out as a hard-hitting, guitar-driven rhythm 
and blues band, The Boomtown Rats eponymous 
1977 debut album was hailed as a classic 
comparable with early efforts from The Rolling 
Stones and Dr Feelgood. 

But unlike many of their pub rock peers, they 
were willing to evolve and reinvent their sound as 
times changed, resurfacing the following year 
with snarling number one single Rat Trap and 
establishing themselves at the forefront of New 
Wave. 

After avoiding the difficult second album syndrome 
with the impressive A Tonic For The Troops, which 
made it to number one and stayed in the charts for 




an incredible 47 weeks, The Boomtown Rats went 
on to release the international hit I Don’t Like 
Mondays and sealed their reputation as one of the 
UK’s most popular bands. 

Disbanding after Geldof’s departure in 1986 and 
somewhat overshadowed by their charismatic 
former frontman’s charitable exploits, the future 
looked bleak - until Garry and Simon decided to 
regroup and bring their music to a whole new 
generation under the name of The Rats (Sir Bob 



insisted they drop the ‘Boomtown’). 

“The initial series of gigs has been fantastic for us 
all,” said Garry. “It feels like we’re setting off on a 
new adventure.” 

Simon added: “After all this time, it’s such a vibe 
to get up and play our music again with this great 
new band!”

DIRECTOR Thor Freudenthal 
ignores the advice about 
working with children and 
animals to direct this tale of 
two enterprising orphans 
whose enduring love for their 
four-legged friends sparks a 
magical adventure. 

The premise is barking mad and 
the scriptwriters unleash 
themselves from reality early on 
but there is a sweetness and 
innocence to the film which 
proves charming, albeit with an 
excess of mawkish sentiment. 
Andi (Emma Roberts) and her 
younger brother Bruce (Jake T 
Austin) have passed from one foster 
home to the next, eventually landing 
up with musicians Carl and Lois 
Scudder (Kevin Dillon, Lisa Kudrow), 
who care more about rehearsals than 
feeding two brats. So Andi and Bruce 
learn to take care of themselves, 
concealing their Jack Russell terrier 
Friday from the animal-hating 
Scudders. 

During an altercation with local 
police, the siblings seek shelter in an 
abandoned hotel which turns out to 
be home for two strays: a bull mastiff 
called Lenny and a nervous Boston 
terrier called Georgia. 

Friday takes a shine to the homeless 
duo and Andi and Bruce hit upon a 
novel idea: to transform the disused 
building into a sanctuary for all strays 
in the city, thereby saving the animals 
from a trip to the pound and possible 
extermination. 

Two friendly pet store workers and 
bored local kid lend helping hands 
and soon the streets are completely 
clear of animals, all living and 
pooping in perfect harmony in the 
hotel. 

However, Andi, Bruce and the gang 
can’t keep the hotel secret forever 
and when the soon-to-be- 
unemployed dogcatchers grow 
suspicious, the kids risk their own 
futures to save the animals, to the 
dismay of caring social worker Bernie 
(Don Cheadle).

TAKEN 

20th Century Fox Home

Director Pierre Morel and co- 
producer/co-writer Luc Besson 
show just how much class an A- 
list actor can bring to a B-movie. 
Taken is very much the sort of 
thing that would have starred 
Charles Death Wish Bronson 20 
or so years ago, with a man 
capable of astonishing violence 
getting an excuse to unleash it. 
Casting Liam Neeson in the lead 
raises the film’s game and gives 
his role of ex-US Government 
operative Bryan Mills a certain 
depth and grim credibility. 

Mills has quit his job to be with 
teen daughter Kim, but when 
she’s abducted by Albanian sex 
traffickers in Paris he’s got just 96 
hours to employ his unique skill 
set to rescue her. 
Vigilante/vengeance flicks are 
right-wing by nature but, even so, 
Mills’ readiness to employ torture 
and cold-blooded murder as he 
beats, snaps, rends and blasts his 
way back to Kim is quite 
unsettling, rather implicitly 
condoning such means to an 
end. 

Then again, these films are all 
about lone wolves going over the 
edge to get even and, as such, 
Taken certainly delivered the 
goods with a breathless pace and 
a brutal, bone-crunching 
sensibility.

Noteworthy as Marlon Brando’s 
sole directorial effort and for its

Stanley Kubrick early on and the 
Method giant’s inexperience 
behind the camera resulted in a 
first cut about five hours long, 
delays and a huge overspend 
before the studio took it away 
from him to produce this 140- 
minute cut. In fairness to Brando, 
it also resulted in a moody 
character study of machismo and 
betrayal. 

Brando stars as Rio, an outlaw 
left to rot in prison when his 
older partner Dad Longworth 
(Karl Malden) does a runner. 

Rio escapes to discover his 
betrayer’s bagged himself the 
respectable role of sheriff and 
puts his vengeance on hold after 
falling for Dad’s stepdaughter - 


but it’s only a matter of time 
before Dad’s desire to be rid of 
all evidence of his perfidy forces 
a deadly face-off. 

One-Eyed Jacks does have its 
longueurs but an excellent 
support cast, gorgeous 
photography and offbeat style 
makes it well worth seeking out.

Perky drink-driving teen Mary 
(Laura Breckinridge) runs off the 
road but arrives home to find a 
dying stranger impaled on her 
Jeep’s bull bars. When he grabs 
her, she panics, beats him off 
with a golf club and buries him in 
nearby woodland. 

But after she realises she’s left 
evidence on the body, the script 
abruptly swtitches from taut 
thriller to supernatural slasher, 
resurrecting Mary’s victim as an 
unstoppable psycho killer and 
even throwing in a telephone 
receiver that inexplicably bleeds. 
It’s annoying and disorienting 
when what feels like a jittery 
dream sequence turns out to be 
to start of the rest of the film and 
ultimately disappointing that the 
visually stylish flick can’t recover 
its initial promise.

AN ace has been 
served for Harlow 
Lawn Tennis Club

The Latton Bush 
based club now has 
four indoor courts 
which are each sec¬ 
tioned off, while small¬ 
er nets are available to 
stage mini-court games 
for young children. 

A new spectator view¬ 
ing area has also been 
introduced. 

This is in addition to 
the six floodlit outdoor 
courts and a mini-outdoor 
court for young children. 

The new facility, which 
stands where four of the 
old courts were, will give 
the Southern Way club 
exposure not only locally 
but on a county and 
regional basis. 

However, the club still 
has six outdoor courts. 
The others have been 
relocated on a different 
part of the complex. 

Will Calvert, Harlow 
Lawn Tennis Club’s head 
coach, said: “It’s a signif¬ 
icant development for 
tennis. This is a perform¬ 
ance club and gives the 
opportunity for all year 
round continual coaching 
progress for youngsters 
and adults to play indoor 
tennis.

Harlow’s new courts 
have been mainly funded 
by a grant from the 
National Lottery Sports 
Fund. 

The club has also 
raised some money 
towards the project, along 
with a loan from the 
game’s governing authori¬ 
ty (Lawn Tennis 
Association) and other 
funding sources. 

Calvert, who has been 
coaching at the club since 
1988, said: “The club has 
an outstanding record for 


high quality junior play¬ 
ers and has won many 
competitions. 

“The indoor environ¬ 
ment can only allow for 
quicker progress at all 
levels.” 

The outdoor courts will 
be just as popular, with 
around 150 senior club 
members plus 200 mem¬ 
bers aged between 4- and 
16-years-old and a com¬ 
prehensive tournament 
programme planned for 
this summer. 

The completion of this 
project ends a process 
which started in 1995 and 
can build on the success 
Harlow has enjoyed over 
the years. 


The club, which relo¬ 
cated to Southern Way in 
the 1980s, has produced 
some talented players 
over the years. 

Michael Ellames 
achieved success for 
Essex in the 1990s, while 
in recent years Luke 
Spooner has been hugely 
successful on the county 
stage.

The timing of Fowler’s return is partially 
dependent on the weather allowing games to 
go ahead. 

“I would like him ideally to get two Capital 
League games under his belt first,” said 
Alzapiedi. 

Trialist Luke Webster will be kept on by 
the Barrows Farm outfit. 

The youngster, who played for Bishop’s 
Stortford earlier this season, has been a sub¬ 
stitute in the last three games. 

“He is behind an established player [Mark 
Taylor] but players have to prove themselves 
all the time. Luke has time to do what he 
wants,” Alzapiedi said. 

The Hawks boss revealed that former 
Potters Bar midfielder Ryan Hall has been 
training with the club and will be assessed in 
a Capital League game. 

“He is an attacking midfield players and 
has good feet. He is also a good dribbler,” 
said Alzapiedi.
